WASHINGTON — Hundreds of doctors 
say they would recommend withholding ex- 
pensive medical care from babies bom to 
HlV-infeclcd mothers even when they didn’t 
know if ihc baby actually had ihc AIDS 
vinLS. 

Most babies bom to HlV-infccicd mothers 
do not develop the virus. 

Tlic findings, reponed in Sunday’s Ameri- 
can Journal of Public Health, ore "shocking,” 
said Anhur Ammann of the Pediatric AIDS 
Foundation. 

Ncw_York.iescarchcrs-studied-9SJ-ncoaa- { 

tologists nationwide to determine how they 
would treat newborns who had such expen- 
sivc-lo-trcat conditions as kidney or heart 
disease in addition to .being bom to HIV-in- 
feejed mothers. 

Some 700 nconatologists said they would 
recommend withholding certain aggressive 
trcolmcnlsi such as cardiac surgciy or kidney 
dialysis, from babies who definitely have 
HIV. And 400 of the doctors said knowing 
the mother was infected would alter their 
treatment decisions even if the baby’s own 
HIV tests weren’t complete. 

The doctors were surveyed in 1991, and 
there is no way to know whether their opin- 
ions have changed, acknowledged the 
study’s author. Belly Wolder Levin of the 
City University of New York. . 

But some AIDS activists said doctors may 
be more reluctant to offer experisive therapy 
to infected babies today because of, growing 
pressure to cut health costs. Ninety percent 
of HlV-infb'cied'childrcn get their health care 
from Mcdieaid. 

“A lot of these children live well into (heir 
teens" with proper care, said Troy Petinbrink 
of Ihc National Associolion of People With 
AIDS. “That study could turn out to be even 
more (worrisome) now.” 

About 25 percent of mothers with the HIV 
virus infect their babies, and women can cut 
Ihc risk by two-thirds by taking the drug 
AZT during pregnancy. Doctors often don't 
know for several weeks which infanLs are in- 
fected, because babies arc bom with their 
mothers' immune cells.

Locals wish to keep road

WENDELL - Bulldozers poised, at 
the edge of the old Clear Lake Grade 
are ready to close it down at the earliest 
notice. Already, signs posted at the top 
of the sheer descent warn that the grade 
is now a dead end. 

But Wendell resident Dianna Clark, 
who has driven cars, farm equipment 
and gravel trucks up and down the 
grade for 25 yeors, doesn't won't the 


grade shut down. 

“As far as I’m concerned, 1 think 
they’re crazy to close it,” she said. "1 - 
fought like a dirty devil to get that new 
grade in there but I didn't say close the 
old grade.” 

Two months ugo, just before the new 
grade opened, the West Point Highway 
District voted to close down the pot- 
holcd old one. 

Local residents successfully fought 
off that first attempt because the district 
hadn't held u public hearing before vot- 


ing. So the district has scheduled the 
hearing for 7 p.m. tonight in the office 
at 1488 E. 3300 S. in Wendell.

JEnvironmental teaching 
questioned nationwide

Arizona slate Rep. Rusty Bowers began 
campaigning against environmental edu- 
cation after his son come ho.mc from a 
grade school ecology class declaring that 
coyotes didn't kill sheep. 

In Virginia, business consultant Jo 
Kwong questioned how environmental is- 
SUC.S were being presented in schools 
when her children became obsessed with, 
recycling household waste but couldn’t 
explain what recycling did. 

And California activist Lanotfl^ng took 
, offense at classroom materiols touting Ihc 
environmental benefits of disposable dia- 
pers. The materials were distributed to 
schools across the country by Proctor and 
Gamble, a leading* manufacturer ofdia- 
pers. ' 

Environmental lessons have been a sta- 
ple of public education since the National 
Audubon Society began taking school 
children on nature walks in 1910. Today, 
30 stoics require or strongly encourage it 
os part of public school curricula. 


But just as Congress has come to dial- 
Icngc many of the notion’s envlromncmal 
policies, 0 number of scholars, activists 
and legislators arc dieting the validity of 
what is tau^t to their children as well as 
questioning the motives of teachers. 

Led by Bowers and Republican legisla- 
tors. Arizono has passed lows banning cn- 
vironmcntol advocacy in the classroom 
and slashed funding for programs. Simitar 
measures ore under consideration in Flori- 
da. North Carolina ond Wisconsin. 

Earlier this year, a subcommittee of the 
California Suite Senote foiled to deprive 
the state Department of Educofion of mon- 
ey it has used to leverage S4 million in 
federal grams fbr.cnvironmcntol cducation-- 
in secondary schools. 

In many schools, environmental educa- 
tion Is still linked closely with scientific 
inquiry. Field trips to ponds and tidal 
pools, terrariums and worm compos|ing 
bins arc oil port of the process ofexposing 
young>minc^ to the wonders of nature.

American troops prepare 
for Balkan peace mission

CRAFENWOEHR. Germany — Sgi. 1st 
Class John M. Baggett scans the vast, flat, 
snow-streaked field that serves ns Target 
Ronge II 2 ui this sprawling U.S. Anny trnin- 
■ ing base ond wotches o black silhoucitc — 
shaped like an enemy tank — : pop into view. 

Within a few seconds, tin M-IAI tank 
from Baggett's unit fires its 120 mm moin 
gun — with a loud blast and uncanny preci- 
sion. With tracer bullets marking the spot, the 
tonk crew scores a hit. ’’Went right through 
the target," an ofTicer standing nearby re- 
marks approvingly. 

• On.thc surface, at least, the sequence docs 
not seem very remarkable. Like mnny other 
tank units in today’s Army. Baggett's crew 
has done all this before — in countless train- 
ing sessions, both here and at u siring of mili- 
tary installations back in the United Stales.- 

But this time the exercise has on edge to it. 
If negotiations among the three warring 
Balkan factions produce a peace accord, 
Baggett and some 23.000 U.S. soldiers like 
him will be deployed deep into Bosnia- 
Herzegovina to serve as part of an inicma- 
lional peacekeeping unit.

hcarsnl for the real thing.’’ Baggett snys. ig- 
noring the intensifying cold on this gray lute- 
autumn day. "Everybody is being especially 
attentive here this lime* around. You know 
that every little bu of training might save 
your life or save somebody else’s life.” 

The operation would be enormous. The 
U.S. contingent would join a NATO-led 
ground force of more than 60,000 troops — 
including troops from Western Europe. Rus- 
sia. the old Warsaw Pact countries and a

The Republican rookies who 
helped elevate Newt Gingrich to 
speaker of the House haven’t been 
content to take marching orders from 
the leadership. From time to time,

One such case of the rookies bark- 
ing at the coaches has coni'e in the.

MAKE TIME. That's what the 
freshmen said. And to put some mus- 
cle behind their words, they let it be 
known that they would join with 
House Democrats (there are still a 
few kicking around the Capitol) to 
force some quick floor votes on the 
two issues.

Majority Leader Dick Armey caved

the gift ban and lobbyist rules by 
mid-November. Of course, because 
of the solidarity . and boldness of the 
rookies, the leaders didn't have much 
-choice, ; " ^ . 

The gift ban, which the Senate has 
already imposed on itself, makes a lot 


of sense. Senators arc prohibited from 
’ accepting any gift, including meals 
and entertainment worth more than 
S50 and travel jhal isn't connected to 
official duties. That may cut down on 
their golf, but it also will help restore 
some measure of public confidence in 
them. 

The lobbying rules arc u little more 
problematic. Tougher measures to re- 
. quire, registratibil by. professional lob-., 
byists arc not onerous. 

But the Senate version would im- 
pose heavy* paperwork requirements, 
including reports on the details of ev- 
ery contact with a federal agency or 
Congress. Since (hi.s Congress wants 


't'b“lHnTr govern nieht“ihtrusi on, if~ 
ought to consider scaling back these 
reporting rules. 

Some House freshmen, however, 
want to go even further than the Sen- 
ale. One of their worst proposals' 
would put a government muzzle on 
non-profit groups that receive federal 
funds. Those groups would be 
stripped of their constitutional right 
to petition the government if they ac- 
cepted the federal money. 

The freshmen could stand to do

Last week, there was another serious acci- 
dent at the intersection ofHighway.93 nnd 
3700 North. This mokes at least four accidents 
since June - alt serious, one resulting in two 
deaths. These accidbits occurred because 
someone ran a stop sign at 3700 North. It's 
cosy to understand how people miss these stop 
signs; 3700 North is the flisi stop .sign in sev- 
eral miles, and people aren’t paying aiicntion; 
tlic signs ore small and don't reflect well; and 
the intersection is dark. 

Tlie Transporuiiion Department recently 
completed construction oricft-lum lanes from 
Higliway 93 onto 3700 North, ond crews 
painted curvy lines leading (o the stop signs on 
3700 North. This project was completed just 
days before this Iasi accident. The Icft-lum 
lanes arc a welcome addition and will make 
traveling Highway 93 safer, but they do noth- 
ing to solve (he Occident problem at (his inter- 
section. 

Why doesn’t the Transportation Department 
consider installing flashing solor-powcr li^ts 
on top of the warning signs along 3700 North, 
grooving the asphalt Icoding lo the slop signs, 
iastfllling vapor lights lo illuminate the inlcr- 
scctioa or at least replacing the stop signs with 
larger dnes. AH of these measures have been 
taken to improve the safety of the 93/30 junc- 
tion. Grant^, no measures con protect against 
drivers who consciously run .stop signs, 

(hey will help eliminate accidents caused by 
drivers not paying os much oticntion os they 
should. 

I know improving the safety of this intersec- 
tion will cost money, but these costs arc mini- 
mal compared to the lives lost and property 
damage.

State authorities recommend 
wells for geothermal pumps

TWIN FALLS - in what appears to be a 
growing problem, state water authorities 
are urgmg homeowners to dig “it\jceiion 
wells" before installing geothermal lieai 
‘ pumps in their homes. 

At least. five Mogic Volley homeowners 
have learned the hard way that they needed 
an injection well before firing up their 
geothermal heating systems, said Allen 
Merrill, southern regional manager for the 
Idaho Department of Water Resources. 

“Tliosc are just the ones we know of, so 
there could be others - but we don’t know 
of them yet." Merritt soidT Pcoplc'who' 
don’t have injection, wells as pan of their 
home geothermal systems often run the 
risk of fouling their supply wells and 
destroying their pumps, he .said. 

Injection well' permits cast S50. 
Geothermal heat pumps typically arc 
installed by contractors, but it’s up to 
homconwers to get the proper permits. 
Unfortunately, not all installers make that 
clear to liomcowncrs, Merritt saii^ 

Gcothcrmartcchnology to hent-ahd cool 
homes has been oround for years, but it’s 
fairly new to the Magic Valley, said Terry 
Greene, president of Terry's Heating and 
Air Conditioning in Twin Fulls. .. 

“I’m putfing a lot of them in now."

"If the county commissioners want a 
board to sit there to be a rubber stamp, 
then go pick up somebody who likes to u.sc 
stamp puds." 

Commissiqner Brent Rcinke said com- 
missioners ore going to become more 
involved in hospital deci.sions.

Idaho scientist finds fish that swiftly, repeatedly 
changes sex organs when biologically necessary

SAN DIEGO — Japanese and 
/American researchers have discov- 
ered species of fish that change 
;sexcs like chameleons change 
color, altering their genitalia and 
ibchavior to suit the social circuin- 
Istances. • 

The most imeresting of the 
species is a tiny tropical fish found 
off ^e coast of Okinawa, which 
normaHy live Tn groups of one 
dominant male and several 
females. 

If a larger male comes along, the 
dominant male changes into a sub- 


servient female. But if something 
happens to the new dominant 
male, the largest female becomes a 
male — even if it was a male once 
before. 

Although scientists have known 
since (he time of Aristotle, more 
than 2,000 years ago, that certain 
species of fish ean change gender 
when (he opposite sex is in short 
supply, it has generally been 
believed (hat such changes arc 
irreversible — one conversion and 
you are out of (he game. 

But biologist Matthew Grober of 
the University of Idaho told a meet- 
ing of the Society for Neuroscience 


Sunday that at least three species of 
fish have been identified that can 
change sex repeatedly when -social 
circumstances require it, rcstruciur- 
iag their genitalia and their brain in 
an average of four Joys. 

Grober said he and his colleagues 
hove been able for the first time to 
induce fish to undergo such sex 
changes in (lie laboratory, enobling 
them to study accomponying 
changes in brain structure. The dis- 
covery is significant, he soid. 
bccau.se the brain region involved 
in the sex change is the same region 
recently suggested to cause ironscx- 
ualiiy in humans.

Slot machines emerge 
as high-tech cash cow

RENO, Nev. — A century aco, 

Oiarlcs fey — avid tinkcrer, accom* 
plished machinisc — quit his partner* 
ship in a California electrical supply' 
company to bet on chance. 

One hundred years later, the clinks, 

clanks, whoops, and .whi$tles*that- 

evolved reverberate worldwide. 

Fey, a German immigrant, was n.ei* 
ther the first person to make a slot 
machine nor to mass produce them. 

But his three-reel game eallcd the 
Liberty Bell is considered the grand- 
daddy of slots that paved the woy for 
what has evolved; a booming, high- 
. tech Industry that has millions of peo- 
ple plunking billions of dollars into 
increasingly sophisticated machines. 

Poker machines appeared as early 
as 1890 in the San Francisco Bay 
area, where gambling flourished in the 
rowdy days following the Gold Rush. 

. Many.ofdhe "jackpots" were paid in 
“iraac checks" rather than cash. A . 
royal flush could bring as. many as 
100 free cigars ordrinks. . 

Today, the stakes are much higher, 
with the one-armed bandits — a term.

Up in smoke 

A new study says that the weight gain that is al- 
most inevitable when people give up cigarettes 
partly explains a 10 percent increase in obesity in 
Americon men and an 8 percent increase in obesity 
in Airicrican women during the 1980s. Neverthe- 
less, the researchers argue in the New England 
Joumol of Medicine that those of you who smoke 
shouldn't let the prospect of a few extra pounds 
stop you from quilting. As undesirable as gaining 
weight may be, continuing to smoke is much worse 
for your health. 

A stimulating study 

Parents take note: Some youngsters may be jusr n 
few steody heanbeots away from a life of crime, ac- 
cording to a study that links lower physical arousal 
traits — such os heartbeat and perspiration — with 
future lawlessness. "Wc think if you have low levels 
of arousal, you’re seeking out levels of stimulation to 
bring levels to normal. Some kids join o gang, burgle 
o house,” says the author of the study in the Ameri- 
can Journal of Psychiatry. 

The skinny on suicide 

Speaking of youngsters. British researchers have 
found that children who fail to gain enou^ weight 
os babies ore more likely to commit suicide in later 


life. A check of child health records of 15.000 people 
bom more than 60 years agO' found thot the 33 men 
ond 10 women who killed themselves all had lower 
rates of weight gain in infancy. The findings, pub- 
lished in the British Medical Journal, showed no sign 
of child abuse.

Similarly, it is not advised where thcre-are I 
substantial doubts about the beneficiary's ability to manage the I 
assets at age 21.

First.‘your son catches the bug

medicine, believed that colds were 
caused by too much waste matter in 
. the.bniin, which resulted in a runny 
nose. The cure he prescribed?. 

Bloodletting, which was done by 
applying leeches to a patient’s skin. 

Thank goodness today’s remedies 
for staving ofT and fighting the com- 
mon cold and influenza are much 
less traumatic: getting plenty of rest, 
eating right, getting a flu shot. 

While colds already have hit some 
homes with full force, the flu 
doesn’t usually arrive until the end 
of December or January. The bug 
sticks around through March. 

I "Americans use the word ‘flu’ 

gencrically-to say, ‘1 feel awful,’" 

says Dr. Howie Wolf, a family doc 


tor in Lafayette, Colo. “If you were 
my patient and came to see me and 
said, '*1 had the fiu in August^ I’d 
ask you to' define your symptoms. 
Sometimes they mean vomiting and 
diarrhea, sometimes (hey ache all 
over. Sometimes it’s a runny hose 
What they probably had is another 
viral illness. -Sometimes strep can 
start out with chills and fever.’’ . . 

■ - Besides a'gcncral blnh'feeling,' 
colds often come with a sore'throat, 
runny nose, cough, fever. Multiply 
those symptoms by two, add body 
aches and you’ve-got the symptoms 
• for the flu. Influenza doesn’t result 
in vomiting: the medical term for. 
stomach fiu is viral gastroenteritis. 

Both the cold and 'flu are caused 
by viruses passed through the air by 
way of sneezes and coughs. You 
also can catch a bug through direct 
contact such as handshakes and 
sharing telephones and computer 
keyboards. 

We get colds more often during 
the winter than in warm weather 
months for two reasons, says Tara 
Skye Goldin, a naturopathic -physi- 
cian who practices in Boulder. Colo. 

“One is that the changes in tem- 


perature from cold to worm, warm 
to cold j«a}|y attack the immune sys- 
tem," she soys. “So if you’re under n_ 
lot of stress or you’re not quite*

down with something.” 

The other reason is that people 
spend more time inside in close con- 
tact with others. Kids in school are a 
good example. 

“ The best remedy^o thc'commbtj- 
cold and fiu, experts agree, is pre- 
vention. 

It’s key to wash your hands. 

“Wash your hands many times a 
day," says. Dr, Adrina Weinberg, an 
infectious disease .specialist with 
University of Colorado Health 
Sciences Center in Boulder. “Avoid 
direct contact with other people and 
avoid crowded environments. If 
your kids have a cold, keep them 
home from school. Teach children 
the basic rules of hygiene, like 
washing their hands frequently and 
not sucking objects that other kids 
have." 

. A good policy is. to wash your 
hands-after ev e r y •time~you~go to the- 
bathroom and before every meal and 
snack. 


Wolf says that many time patients 
will come to his office when a cold 
is just settling in asking for an 
antibiotic. But those won't help, he 
says, because colds aren’t caused by 
bacteria. If you feci lethargic, are 
sneezing and your nose is dripping 
with clear mucous, rather than yel- 
low mucous, the best recommenda- 
tion is to take it easy- But if the cold 
-'is in its flfth to -ei^th day,‘lt’s not 
getting better, your mucous is yel- 
lowish. your ear aches, then it's like- 
ly that a bacteria has settled into 
your system and an antibiotic will 
, work. 

Over the counter medications ore 
OK. Wolf says. But they only 
relieve symptoms, they don’t treat 
the cold. : . 

According to Wolf and Weinberg, 
the best way to prevent the flu is by 
getting a flu shot before the end of 
November. It’s especially' important, 

' according to Weinberg, for the fol- 
lowing people to-get the vaccine: 
health care professionols, older 
folks, people with chronic lung dis- 
ease-and heart problems. But she 
also recommends that all adults get a 
shot.

Simple exercises can improve stature, shoulder strength

The muscle fibers that make up the 
deltoid are a lot like your checkbook. 

'IliQ' can remain unbolanccd for long 
pOTods of time without serious repercus- 
sions. Eventually, however, this imbal- 
ance can result in poor posture, shoulder 
joint problems and a lot of insufficient 
funds fees. I can't' help you with your 
checkbook, but if you d^cate youraelf 
to a few simple exercises, you can create 
■ a well-rounded balance between deltoid 
groups and improve your shoulder 
strength and upper-body stature. 

The deltoids can be separated into 
three ^ups, based on their points of 
attachment and basic function. The 
anterior deltoid comes ocross the front 
of the shoulder. It originates on your 
clavicle, the bone that runs across the 
front of your shoulder girdle just below 
your neck. It attaches to the humerus 


bone in your upper atm. It is used dur- 
■ ■ * r flcxi ■ ■ ' 


ing shoulder fiexion (rasing the arm 


straight out in front of your body) and 
horizontal adduction (bringing ;^our 
arms together). These two motions 
result in forwon! pushing actions like 
passing a basketball, pushing your child 
up into the .air to play airplane while 
you ore lying on the floor in the living 
room and doing a traditional or modi- 
fl^ push-up. 

The middle deltoid participates in 
abduction, but this abduction is not in 
the horizontal plane. These muscle 
fibers run right over the. crest of your 
shoulder In the sitting or standing posi- 
tion. Think of raising your arm to 
shoulder height straight out to the side 
— this is abduction. Holding a bag or 
sack of groceries out for your room- 
male is a good example. 

Finally, the posterior deltoid comes 
across the back of the shoulder. It origi- 
nates on the scapulae and inserts on die 
humcnis.

Biology: How the 
internal clock works

Jiist about all plant.s and' ani- 
mals live by the clock. But how 
do they know what time it is? 

The answer is that they have 
an- innalti-'collular-clock. It' 
doesn’t announce the hour. But 
it does mark the passage of 
time in a precise way. 

.Not. surprisingly, the period 
of time that innate (or “cndogc- 
ndus") clocks mork is Close to 
24 hours. The clock murks the 
cycle even in the absence of 
light and darkness. Three 
- papers appearing Nov. 3 in the 
journal Science suggest how 
this may happen. 

Researchers at Rockefeller 
University in New York, the 
University of Pennsylvania 
and Harvard Medical School 
studied the internal clock of 
the fruit fly. A gene called 
“per" (for period) was discov- 
ere*d several years ago and 
found to be crucial, to 24-hour 
rhythms in the fly. The scien- 
tists. however, theorized there 
was probably at leas( one 
other gene involved in time- 
keeping. 

Many genes regulate their 
own activity by what’s known 
as a "feedback loop." A gene 
turns 'on and directs the produc- 
tion of a protein. As that pro- 
tein builds up. it turns off (or 
turns down) the gene, so less 
protein is made. As the level of 
protein falls, there Is less sup- 
pression of the gene. The gene 
then becomes more active. 


more protein is made, :ind 
another cycle begins. 

Such feedback loops evenlu- 
ally create a “steudy state" sys- 
tem' of protein prudueiion. But. 
they do not o.seilIatc enough to 
be clocks, - 

The researchers found a see- . 
ond'gene, called “timeless." 
whose protein product appears ' 
to interact with pcr‘s protein. ; 
When the two genes aresictive, 
their products slowly accumu 
.late in.side the cell. They scorn ; 
to bind to eacli other, but only 
weakly, and only when a lot of 
ciich i.s' lloaiing around. This ' 
takes lime. 

Eventually, the paired pro- 
teins reach sufllcicni concen- 
tration that some make their 
way back into the cell nucleus 
where they turn off the per 
gone, and perhaps timeless as 
well. The bound versions fall 
apart and are degraded. When 
there are not enough toReep 
the genes .suppressed, the genes 
"wake up” and the cycle begins 
anew. 

- The researchers belicvg the 
long time it takes for per and 
timeless proteins to accumulate 
and enter the nucleus creates an 
oscillation of suftleieni length 
and magnitude lo function as a 
clock.
